The past year has been of great importance to our town library. 
It having reached the century mark of its existence, April 9th, last, 
churches, schools and clubs celebrated the event. The library 
kept open stacks during the anniversary week, and many towns- 
people showed their interest by looking over some of the thousands 
of volumes. The village schools, with their teachers, inspected 
the stacks and saw some of the first volumes of a hundred years 
ago, also many portraits of the library’s benefactors. 


During this week the beautiful lillies and roses used for decora- 
tion were the gift of two granddaughters of the late William H. 
Smith, one of the donors of the present library building. 


Talks were given by Mr. Eben W. Jones, a trustee of the library 
for forty-four years, before the Rotary Club; by the librarian, Miss 
Cutler at the Progressive Club and school assembly; by Mrs. Hunt- 
er ata D. A. R. meeting; and by Miss Ariel Cutler before the Girl 
Scouts. 


Two interesting features in connection with the observance by 
the schools, were plays produced by the West Peterborough pupils 
under the direction of the teachers, Mrs. Nichols and Miss Mitchell. 
The primary grades gave a drama written especially for the anni- 
versary by their teacher, Mrs. Nichols. 

Peterborough Stamp Club prepared a cachet printed on envel- 
opes in honor of the one hundredth anniversary and stamp collec- 
tors in more than thirty states availed themselves of these cachets. 

A new bookplate, the gift of Miss Dora N. Spalding, a trustee of 
the Town Library, was donated in commemoration of the anni- 
versary. The drawing and arrangement of the bookplate make a 
most attractive sketch of the entrance to the library. At the 
bottom of the picture are the words, ‘‘ Peterborough Town Library 
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in the state of New Hampshire 1833-1933.” Both the library and 
its patrons are very grateful for this gift. 

In connection with the Flower Show held at the Town House, 
an interesting and attractive exhibit was arranged by the librarian, 
consisting of many books and magazines from the library, with 
flowers to call attention to the book titles. 

Asa part of the celebration, theforty-fourth annual meeting ofthe 
New Hampshire Library Association was held in town, August 
22-24. Many librarians were present to enjoy the fine programs 
prepared for the occasion. 

The quantities of beautiful flowers used for decoration, at this 
time, were the gifts of patrons of the library. 

Children’s Book Week was observed by a display at the Public 
Service Company’s store; the librarian arranged books to show the 
improvement in children’s books from one hundred years ago down 
to the present time, in size, printing and illustration. Dolls were 
used to show the same progress more easily to the small child. 
Both books and dolls were grouped in periods of one hundred, fifty 
and twenty-five years ago and the present time. 

New books for the children were on display at the Center school, 
as well as at the library. 

A bookmark was given to each child at the Center and West 
Peterborough schools. 

A portrait of Dr. Abiel Abbot was given to the library, by his 
great-grandson, George A. Smith of Arlington, Mass. Dr. Abbot 
will be remembered, especially, as one who inspired and led the 
movement to establish in Peterborough the first tax supported 
public library in the world. 

In the words of Nancy Byrd Turner, 

‘“How wise, far-seeing hearts 
looked down 
Along the years, and dreamed 
this dream 
For Peterborough town!”’ 


Although we realize that the present is no time to expect any 
improvements, we do see, however, that there is a pressing need for 
a juvenile room, and this, it is hoped, will be one of the early addi- 
tions to the building.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS TO 
THE PETERBOROUGH SCHOOL BOARD 


Proper education encourages children to make daily use of their 
own ideas. The professional plan for the Peterborough School 
System is to call the attention of the children to their surroundings, 
cause them to become intimately acquainted with an increasing 
number of them and to focus the children’s thought upon how these 
surroundings can be improved. 

In the lower grades it is evident that ideas will result chiefly 
from handling and reading about certain simple things. As the 
children approach the upper grades of the high school, they can 
handle more complex material and reason about more complex 
ideas. 

Along with the development of how to think, children must have 
their attention called continually to things and conditions about 
which they can competently think. 

Reading, writing, and arithmetic are tools which thinking chil- 
dren can use. By themselves, the ‘3 R’s”’ never built anything. 
Being taught how to think and make use of them is education. 

Supervision in Peterborough believes that in these times chil- 
dren should continually be encouraged to develop the ideas so 
that they can meet the future with an alert mind, well trained in 
distinguishing the false from the true, and not inclined to follow 
leaders who do not offer logical solutions or experiments which may 
lead to better conditions. 

The ability to use tools, whether those of the carpenter or the 
“3 R’S” of education, depends upon the ability of the child and 
the opportunity that the child has had to experiment with and use 
these tools. 

The status of your schools and of each child in them can be 
known from week to week by means of the survey system. Not all 
children will wish to use these educational tools for the same pur- 
poses. Some may wish to build houses, and others to develop 
science or add to the arts. 

All these children should have opportunity to use the tools of 
their training so long as the per capita expense does not exceed the 
average cost. Beyond that it is the preference of the parents and 
citizens which should regulate the hopes for training in specific 
skills. 

Nor should any school system forget that the last words, as the 
parent surrenders and trusts his or her child daily to the care of the 
public schools, are not ‘‘get a high rank,’ but “be a good boy” 
or ‘‘be a good girl.” 

The development of children’s ability and the encouragement in 
developing and in making firm a good character, are equally im- 
portant with the mere mastery of any set of facts. 

Concerning the mastery of the various phases of education it is 
not necessary to comment at length. The record of the graduates 
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of Peterborough High School is excellent. Admission to the great 
Eastern colleges is granted to our graduates, on the basis of highest 
ranking high schools, provided that we certify their fitness. Those 
graduates who receive our certification, enter and do well. 

Progress is continually being made in all branches of education 
offered locally. Physical education and music are taught by 
qualified and efficient supervisors who understand children as well 
as their subjects. The work of the Red Cross Public Health nurse 
is outstanding, both because of her qualifications and her ability. 
The emphasis in manual training is placed upon interest and the 
construction of small and useful material. 

The high standards, recognized by the colleges, and proved by 
the fact that representatives from numerically greater school sys- 
tems come to observe and frequently hire the teachers who have 
been trained in Peterborough methods, have been made possible 
by the generosity of taxpayers of the town who believe that the 
best is cheapest, and that the children are deserving.

The following excerpts from the report of Headmaster Whitney 
to the Superintendent of Schools and to the School Board are sub- 
mitted. 


The current year has been the most exacting from the point of 
view of accomplishment in the face of economic stress and curtail- 
ment. It has called for loyalty of a high type based upon the 
desire for personal service to the children committed to our charge. 
It has demanded more of the teacher energy both in and out of 
school hours. It has demanded revaluation of material in the light 
of present-day emergencies and change, the search for the really 
basic and underlying principles stripped of the embellishments of 
fad-making, and the careful attempt to foresee the outcome of the 
future in such a way as to present materials to the educant in a 
way that might build into the pupil newer concepts of ideals, the 
testing of the past in the light of the future needs of the child, and 
the building into the child-consciousness the greater values of edu- 
cation. In this endeavor, the staff has been untiring in its search 
for the facts, and in its endeavor to present the material in a telling 
way. It has been a period callingfor real teaching emanating from 
a highly professional attitude on the part of the staff. Therefore 
it is fitting to pause to pay tribute to the staff which has measured 
up wonderfully in such a period. 

Sociology. Each year that this course is offered there is an in- 
creasing number of pupils who elect the work. It is elective for 
Grades XII and XI with a few Grade X pupils admitted in the 
process of curriculum adjustment to pupil needs. The objectives 
are: (1) To make a study of present conditions; (2) To find means 
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to improve conditions; (3) To create an interest in making better 
social conditions; (4) To attack intelligently social problems. This 
year has been filled with a wealth of modern problems. ‘To illus- 
trate how the study of such a course might lead to the betterment 
of local social conditions, the concrete problems in town have been 
studied to show how cooperation in a community must be planned 
with tact and approval of all interested. The class has evi- 
denced much enjoyment in discussing articles in magazines and 
newspapers, because of the vital necessities of the age. Opinion 
development has been encouraged—teaching the bases for sound 
opinion and judgment. 

The CWA, AAA, and CCC are only three examples of projects 
which have caused favorable comment and adverse criticism, neces- 
sitating the need for the scientificapproach to prevent any oppor- 
tunity for discord in the class. Up to this time some of the units 
covered include: The study of society in general; how persons seek 
group life; the relation of the theory of evolution to social prob- 
lems; modern psychology and its effect upon social problems; 
origin and forms of the family; development of the family as group 
life; problems of the modern family; population increase; immigra- 
tion and negro problems, etc. 


As in the past, the method of approach has been the report 
method using many source books—not a single text. 


Foreign Language Department. We have continued the 
policy of offering three years of Latin and three years of French. 
In this way the pupils may elect enough language units to meet. 
the entrance requirements of practically every college in the East. 


French. A new point of departure in the teaching of the 
language has been possible this year. 

The attempt has been made in the beginning to acquaint the 
pupils with French life, customs, and the French people, and to 
stimulate their desire for further knowledge in this direction. Pic- 
tures, talks, newspapers, and magazines were used toward this end. 
Many of the pupils subscribed to the Petit Journal, and all who 
desired to write letters to French school boys and girls were given 
the names of French pupils with whom they might correspond. 

In the third year the class is conducted entirely in the French 
language, and this is the basis of discussions in oral and written 
work. 

Latin I. The subject has been presented from the following 
angles: (1) Increase of one’s ability to use the English language and 
to spell correctly words with a Latin origin; a development of a 
feeling for the right word for the right place by analyzing roots. 
(2) A knowledge of early Roman habits and ideals. (8) An ability 
to read and translate Latin for its own sake. The teacher has 
utilized all places possible for the use of the language as a stepping 
stone in the process of gaining occupational information. To 
illustrate, Nursing Training Schools of the Massachusetts General 
Hospital type are asking for two years of Latin. The place of 
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Latin in the natural sciences as a tool subject has been pointed 
out and the necessity of a degree of familiarity with Latin in other 
vocational pursuits has been studied to familiarize the pupil with 
possibilities. 

Latin II—Caesar. The aim has been to motivate the class 
by various methods. Project work was paramount during the 
introduction. Each pupil chose his own project under guidance. 
Examples are Roman family life, Roman customs, Roman cos- 
tumes, Roman games and weapons. Reference books were widely 
used during the projects. 


Latin IIIT. The study of Cicero has been supplemented by 
pictures and models which were obtained from Rome. The class 
has been especially cooperative in bringing in outside material 
dealing with the life and times of Cicero, or pertinent articles on 
the government of Rome at the time of its comparison with that 
form of government of the United States. 

It should be stated in fairness to the language and the teacher 
that the general attitude in the classes has been remarkable and 
evident proof that, under the right method, the language can be 
presented in a vitally interesting, entertaining, and worth-while 
manner. 


Junior Business Training. This course as a basic com- 
mercial try-out course is offered to Grade IX pupils. The main 
object seems to be to put the pupil in a professional frame of mind 
toward business. We might say that here a slogan—‘ Business 
Training for Personal Use’’—is most expressive. ‘That however 
does not give the complete picture as we are attempting to do really 
vocational training of the pupil in getting him ready for the special- 
ized courses offered later in his training. Preparation for and 
training to choose a vocation are vitally important things in any 
pre-view commercial course. 

Grades VII and VIII. Under the heading of Grade work in 
contrast to the regular High School work, Mr. Whitney presents 
briefly the philosophy of the educational principles involved here. 

We are not organized on the junior high school basis from the 
point of view of administration, but the work in the grades follows 
rather completely the underlying principles of the junior high 
school set-up. From a careful study of Dr. Bancroft Beatley’s 
recent study in ‘“‘Achievement in the Junior High School”’ it will 
be evident that Peterborough Grades VII and VIII and the Fresh- 
man year of the high school follow consistently the modern edu- 
cational theories tried and proved by research work. A few of the 
outstanding principles might be enumerated: (1) Subject matter in 
these grades is presented in such a way as to arouse the pupil to 
try out his interests in that field of educational pursuit. Projects 
are emphasized. Pupil activity is essential if the pupil is to dis- 
cover any liking, aptitude, and special bent. We are limited in 
the scope of try-outs, but we can proceed on a sound basis in those 
subjects which we do offer. (2) Every pupil should discover in 
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some of his pursuits at this grade level a degree of positive satis- 
faction in his self-expression, i.e. he must be given an opportunity 
of achieving some degree of success. (3) The keeping abreast of 
the research work by the teachers of pupils at this grade-level. 
(4) The principle that the child is the all important material in the 
hands of the teacher—not the factual material itself. This neces- 
sitates more and more individualized pupil instruction. We are 
attempting to keep this ideal constantly before the teacher by 
scheduling as much remedial work and supervised study halls as 
can be worked into the administration of the building. (5) The 
recognition of the necessity of pupil participation in the several 
branches of so-called extra-curricular activities. (6) The recog- 
nition of definite guidance functions both educationally and voca- 
tionally. 


The High School Music. An experiment was tried out for 
the first semester. All pupils were required to report for one 
period of music per week, unless excused after a voice-test by the 
instructor. This was to give the administration and the teacher 
an opportunity to discover abilities and aptitudes, and to give the 
pupils an opportunity of self discovery of interest. At the end 
of the fourteenth or fifteenth week, Music was made elective for 
the rest of the year. This resulted in over ninety pupils electing 
the chorus work. 


Physical Education Department. The report discusses this 
work from two angles: the required work, and the extra-curricular 
work in athletics. The former is quoted. 


Outstanding progress is noticed in the class organization this 
year. The Grades are divided by sex, and each division is organ- 
ized into squads, each squad hasits leaders, and each squad hasits 
score card and point system. Due to the lack of gymnastic equip- 
ment the work takes the form of instruction in such units as: 
Marching tactics; rhythms and dances; tumbling and stunts; 
games and relays; as well as setting up exercises and corrective 
drills. ‘The High School Girls have required gym work for the 
equivalent of 90 minutes each week. The type of work with these 
girls is similar to the junior high work but on a high school level. 
The organization of the class work is similar. 

English. Mr. Whitney’s report states that ‘“‘The changing 
literature requirements in the College Entrance Examination 
Board lists for 1933-1987 have embodied the principle—throwing 
more stress on the modern literature, and less upon the “‘classics.”’ 

This year we have attempted to utilize the books we have, and 
the additions—particularly of contemporary authors—is being 
accomplished by required outside reading reports. In the senior 
English, we have maintained the older concept for this year, but 
have enriched the lists. Extensiveness is the objective. Motiva- 
tion devices are frequently and widely used. Projects have been 
devised to make the so-called classic live again for the pupils. We 
are in need of a great deal of modern material. 
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In Peterborough we want to keep in touch with research work, 
and to give the pupils a type of literature course which will be 
most valuable to them in life. Classics will remain in the set-up 
to meet the exacting college entrance requirements, but it is time 
to vitalize the course for the average boy or girl not planning 
further formal education. 

Part III of Mr. Whitney’s report deals with the adaptation of 
a Guidance Program to the Peterborough School System, and em- 
braces three essential functions in regard to pupils: 

1. Personnel Records and Research. 

2. Counseling in the School. 

3. Orientation of the Pupils in the Work. 

The entire teaching staff is giving time to the study of a text 
book on “‘ Guidance in Secondary Schools,” and professional meet- 
ings are held for discussion. 

In brief, the purpose of such a program is entirely for the benefit 
of pupils as individuals that they may be directed into courses 
according to their interests and abilities whether commercial, aca- 
demic or manual. 


From Miss McGrath’s report, principal of the Grade School, the 
following excerpts are of general interest: 

When school opened last September we were much pleased to 
find the equipment that had been donated by Mrs. Schofield, and 
it certainly has been greatly enjoyed by all the children. 

This year a delineascope was added to our equipment, which 
aids in visualization. It is being used to teach many subjects in 
the fifth grade room. Opaque shades have been installed, and it 
is arranged so that the pupils may file into this room at any time 
in order to use the delineascope. 

A great deal of handwork has been done in all the grades, such 
as sewing, knitting, woodwork, and silhouettes, some of which was 
on display in the Public Service window. 

Many of the bulbs that were donated from the Bass estate have 
been planted in window boxes and pots, and we expect to have 
blossoms early in the season. Later we are planning to start many 
seeds in our propagating table so that each child may have his own 
plant. 


From Mrs. Nichols’ report of the West School: 

The registration of 61 pupils has remained unchanged since 
Sept. 6, 1933. 

Miss Margaret Bonnette has replaced Miss Ethel Mitchell in 
the Intermediate Room. 

The children in both rooms have worked hard, and much time 
this year must be given to the “‘Three R’s.’”’ A small amount of 
cultural handwork, however, will be done. 

We had given to us last year one see-saw, and this with a few 
balls comprises our playground equipment. But there is a good 
place for the boys to play ball, and plenty of room for out-door 
games.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


While there is no single outstanding achievement in the develop- 
ment of the present Peterborough school system the School Board 
is confident that the current year is marked by a certain stability 
in the educational program that is worthy of mention. Educa- 
tion, perhaps, more than any other civic feature is characterized 
by a movement in cycles so that the same phenomena appear again 
and again regardless of more or less distinguished appellations be- 
stowed by would-be adventures in its attractive fields. Of necessi- 
ty this is so since its subject-matter deals entirely with the perfectly 
natural development of child-life. There were children in Athens 
2000 years ago. 


The teaching staff numbers 22 full-time teachers, and in so far 
as funds permit they are specialists in their individual positions. 
Now this means of course that no one of them can teach everything, 
but rather that they can not. The Board believes, however, that 
they are all sincere in their endeavors and giving to their classes 
their best and most generous efforts unqualified by salary dollars. 
Attention is called to the Schedule for 1933-1934 on Page 109. 


Grades I to VI inclusive both at the Centre and.at the West 
Schools have precisely the same outline courses of elementary 
study, and the same amount of attention from special teachers in 
Music and Physical Education. Improvements in playground 
conditions of both schools are contemplated for next summer under 
the provision of CWA projects. 

Present day trends in education stress the importance of indi- 
vidualism; i.e., the child and his aptitudes. While all children 
throughout these grades must measure up to definite standards of 
intellectual acquirement, they are not all arriving there without 
remedial assistance and personal instruction from experienced and 
understanding teachers: This fact alone makes evident the value 
of an adequate teaching staff with time enough for such attention. 

Grades VII, VIII, and IX may be termed the middle ground 
where every pupil’s future scholastic ability is fairly well deter- 
mined. Diversity of interests begins here, and with our six upper 
grades in the High School building as they are it is possible to 
departmentalize the courses of study in English, History, Mathe- 
matics, and Science with some degree of stability, and prepare these 
pupils for real High School subjects and modes of study. Progress 
is evident in this respect. 

The culmination of every complete school system is best illus- 
trated by the standards of its High School. And in order to re- 
ceive out-of-town tuition pupils it must be of certified college pre- 
paratory rating. This requirement of course determines the group- 
ing of pupils in the whole school, and consequently gives promi- 
nence to a greater diversity in courses of study for those not enter- 
ing college. It means also better teachers and larger educational 
values for every pupil, whatever future intentions may be in view. 
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The present year in many ways is marked by a gain in stability of 
the subjects taught, and by a more evident continuity of subject 
development from grade to grade, the lack of which is really the 
great danger in the diversity of individualism. 

There are still, however, opportunities for enrichment in some 
of the departments, and actual needs in others. Under Science 
more equipment is desirable, and as yet it is not possible to offer 
any course in Biology. Manual Training as a curriculum feature 
is not yet entitled to credits toward graduation. These insuffi- 
ciencies, doubtless, will be met, under improved economic condi- 
tions. Then, too, throughout the system thus far funds have not 
been available for technical instruction in drawing as an art. The 
Board appreciates in every way the liberal and unselfish policy 
of the citizens, and assures them that they are entitled to a justi- 
fiable civic pride in the Peterborough School System.
